Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other connments: The applicant has argued that no rate/dosage of mizoribine is 
disclosed by Gregory. The exanniner agrees. The disclosed rates/dosages are for other compounds, such as MPA. 
The applicant has also argued that the rates for the other compounds (MPA in specific) is a much larger amount than 
used by the applicant, an amount of MPA of 500-4000mg/day, and weighted by kilogram of patient (not stent carrier as 
argued by the examiner). The argument made by the examiner that the dosage is by kilogram of stent carrier is 
withdrawn. The applicant argues that the amount of dmg dosage of Gregory is much greater than the applicants and 
thus not obvious (Gregory's amount per day is in mg and applicants is in ug). The examiner disagrees however, since 
the dosage by Gregory disclosed is for MPA, not Mizoribine, and it is unclear if Mizoribine would have a similar dosage 
or not to the dosage of MPA in Gregory, there is no telling what Gregory's optimal dosage for Mizoribine would be, 
since it is a different compound. It is the examiners position that since all disclosed structural elements and 
compounds are disclosed to be present in Gregory, the dosage rate would have been obvious to optimize the range in 
order to meet specific patients needs, especially since Gregory discloses variation of dosages being dependent upon 
route of administration and severity of symptoms (col. 8, lines 65-68) . 
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
